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Claims 16, 17 - 23 and 43 are directed to a laser cavity 
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Claims 25 and 41 are directed to a method of controlling the 
pumping of a Q-switched pulsed laser comprising the step or 
reducing the pumping to a sub-threshold level. 
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Claim 42 is directed to a method of converting laser 
frequency in a laser cavity comprising the step of cooling a 
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temperature during a non-1 asing state of the laser. 
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
